Of  the  20  ambulances  provided  by  local  authorities,  19  are  available 
for  accidents  and  sudden  illness  in  the  streets.  In  one  or  two  cases 
the  use  of  the  ambulance  is  free  to  ratepayers,  but  as  a general  rule 
charges  are  made  on  a mileage  or  some  other  basis.  These  charges 
vary  so  much  that  classification  is  impracticable. 

The  ambulances  provided  by  industrial  firms  are  reserved  for 
employees  injured  at  work  and  are  available  free  of  charge.  n y 
one  of  these  ambulances  is  available  for  street  accidents. 


The  ambulance  service  provided  by  the  welfare  associations,  etc., 
is  generally  maintained  by  the  contributions  of  subscribers  who  are 
allowed  free  use  of  the  ambulance.  Most  of  the  ambulances  (34)  m^ 
be  called  for  street  accidents  and  the  service  is  available  to  non-sub- 
scribers on  payment  of  mileage  or  other  specified  charges. 


T'he  ambulances  privately  owned  are  all  available  for  accidents, 
and  charges  made  are  usually  on  a mileage  basis. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  district  nursing  associations,  119  of  which  were  affiliated  to 
the  County  Nursing  Association  employed  169  nurses,  and  in  56  districts  | 
the  nurses  also  acted  as  midwives  and  maternity  nurses.

HhiALTH  VISITORS. 


Notification  of  Births. — In  the  area  administered  by  the  County 
Council  12,537  live  births  and  355  stillbirths  were  notified,  while. the 
numbers  registered  were  13,017  and  459  respectively.  Of  the  notified 
births  10,194  were  reported  by  midwives,  329  by  doctors,  2,201  by 
maternity  homes  and  hospitals,  and  1 68  by  public  assistance  institutions 
and  St.  Monnica’s  Home.  The  health  visitors  paid  first  visits  to  12,872 
births  and  it  was  found  that  in  2.8%  of  the  cases  no  doctor  or  midwife 
was  present  at  the  birth. 


Child  Life  Protection. — At  the  end  of  the  year  57  cases  were  under 
supervision.  In  connection  with  the  Adoption  Act  1939,  from  1st 
June,  1943,  health  visitors  have  undertaken  duties  of  reporting  on  the  « 
suitability  of  people  desirous  of  adopting  an  infant. 


Deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  of  Children  under  5 years  rn 
of  age.'— There  are  records  of  356  of  these  cases,  178  of  which  were  31 
under  six  months  old  and  71  between  the  ages  of  2 and  5 years.  Of  X 
these  children  53  died  in  hospital,  only  63  had  special  nursing,  194  were 
prematurely  weaned,  and  24  had  not  been  breast  fed.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  5’ear  improvements  to  the  water  supplies  in  the 
statutory  area  of  the  Durham  County  Water  Board  were  carried  out  in 
several  parts  of  the  county. 

At  the  Waskerley  Reservoir,  booster  pumps  and  diesel-driven 
alternator  plants  have  been  installed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the 
pressure  in  rhe  trunk  mains  leading  from  that  reservoir. 

A main  was  completed  by  way  of  Middridge,  capable  of  conveying 
water  derived  from  the  Mainsforth  source  into  the  Shildon  area.  This 
scheme'  was  started  some  three  years  ago  and  carried  out  in  sections 
as  sanctions  were  forthcoming  in  relation  to  the  various  portions  of 
the  pipe-line.  Ouarrington  Hill  is  supplied  b}'  means  of  a booster

Regular 
sampling  has  been  carried  out  by  some  industrial  concerns  and  the 
results  communicated  to  this  Department.  This  co-operation  has  been  ;

Regular  surveys  of  the  River  Skerne  and  its  tributaries  have  been  '

Other  rivers  and  streams  which  have  received  attention  are  the  ^ 
rivers  Teams,  Gaunless,  Browney,  Tees,  and  Wear  ; the  l^umley,  Seaton, 
South,  Rowletch,  Cong  and  Hudehope  burns  ; and  the  Bishopton,  I 
Nellie  Burden’s,  and  Murton  becks.  i 

The  effluent  from  straw  pulping  plants,  of  which  there  are  some 
32  in  the  county,  is  of  a polluting  nature,  and  where  it  is  not  possible  to  ^ 
discharge  it  to  a public  sewer  or  farmyard  cesspool,  soakaway  tanks 
have  to  be  provided.  No  complaints  of  pollution  have  been  received. 

The  provision  of  pithead  canteens  has  developed  rapidly  during 
the  year.  The  co-operation  of  architects,  engineers,  and  surveyors 
has  been  enlisted  to  ensure  that  the  methods  adopted  for  the  disposal  ' 
of  drainage  from  these  premises  are  such  as  to  prevent  pollution  of 
streams  and  underground  water  supplies.  At  the  end  of  the  year  123 
canteens  were  in  use  and  a further  22  were  projected  or  under  con- 
struction. No  complaint  of  pollution  has  been  received. 

Unauthorised  tipping  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  near  streams  ; 
has  been  observed  and  abated  at  Witton-le-Wear,  Howden-le-\\'ear 
and  Crook. 

BURNING  SPOILBANKS. 

The  treatment  of  these  spoilbanks  has  proved  efficient  and  no  |<  r 
complaints  were  reported  during  the  year. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  approximate  number  of  registered  dairy  herds  in  the  adminis- 
trative  county  during  the  year  was  2,913. 

In  24  cases  bulk  samples  of  milk  taken  by  local  authorities  were  ea 
reported  under  the  Milk  and  Dai'.ies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  to  to 
contain  tubercle  bacilli.  Investigations  by  the  veterinary  officers  of  Ih 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  into  the  origin  of  tubercle  Is 
bacilli  in  these  samples  necessitated  visits  to  28  farms  and  in  18  cases 
19  tuberculous  cows  were  detected  and  slaughtered.  These  are  in-  ••• 
eluded  in  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber-  -■ 
culosis  Order. 


Tiil'uughout  the  year  the  veterinary  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Plsheries  paid  4,182  visits  to  farms  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Orders,  which  involved  the  examination  of  61,264  animals. 
These  inspections  resulted  in  the  slaughter  of  245  tuberculous  animals, 
which  are  included  in  the  total  number  shown  as  having  been  dealt 
with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Orders.  132  cows  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  mastitis  or  some  other  patliological  condition. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year  on  account  of  suspected  tuberculosis 
was  351. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  licences,  as  on  31st  December, 
1943,  issued  for  the  production  and  sale  of  designated  milk  under  the

A total  of  2,043  samples  of  milk  was  collected  by  officers  of  the 
County  Health  Department. 

Table  21  shows  the  results  of  examination  of  the  samples 
of  milk  collected  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  2.8  per  cent,  of  the  designated  milk 
samples  tubercle  bacilli  were  found. 

Samples  of  the  milk  supplied  to  schools  were  submitted  to  bacter- 
iological examination  or  chemical  analysis  and  the  pasteurising  estab- 
lishments were  visited  periodically  for  sampling  purposes. 

Milk  Assistance  Scheme. — The  number  of  families  assisted  under 
the  scheme  during  the  year  was  12,  while  the  number  receiving  assistance 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  2,  compared  with  26  and  2 respectively 
in  1942.

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Scarlet  /'>c’6’;'.  -Notifications  siiowed  a slight  increase  to  2,341 
giving  a rate  of  2. 88  per  1,000  population.  Five  deaths  were  registered. 

Diphtheria. — The  number  of  diphtheria  notifications  (1,961) 
while  slightly  smaller  than  in  1942  was  still  high  and  gives  a rate  of 
2.42  per  1,000  population  as  against  2.45  in  1942.  The  number  of 
deaths  registered  from  this  disease  was  83,  equal  to  a death-rate  of 
0.10  per  1,000  population. 

Enteric  Fever. — The  incidence  of  this  disease  continued  to  be  low. 
Only  19  cases  were  notified  and  the  only  death  was  from  para-typhosus 
B.  infection  in  a female  aged  73  years. 

Measles. — The  incidence  of  measles  was  very  high  in  the  early 
months  reaching  a peak  in  March  but  fell  to  a low  level  in  the  latter 
half  of  the  year.  Notifications  for  the  whole  year  numbered  10,683 
and  33  deaths  were  registered,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  0.04  per  1,000 
population. 

Whooping  Cough. — Following  the  relatively  low  incidence  in  1942 
there  was  a gradual  increase  in  notifications  throughout  the  year. 
The  total  for  the  year — 2,297 — gives  a rate  of  2.83  per  1,000  population. 
The  number  of  deaths  (35)  gives  a crude  death-rate  of  0.043  per  1,000 
population. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  [under  2 years  of  age).  The  number  of 
deaths  registered  during  1943  was  81,  compared  with  98  in  1942.  The 
death-rates  per  1,000  population  for  these  two  years  were  0.10  and 
0.12  respectively  ; while  the  rates  per  1,000  births  registered  were 
5.36  and  6.69  respectively. 

Influenza. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  227,  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  0.28  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  77  deaths, 
giving  a death-rate  of  0.09  in  1942. 

CANCER  ACT.  1939. 

The  period  for  submission  of  schemes  under  this  Act  was  extended 
to  the  31st  March,  1945.  Discussions  on  the  proposal  to  establish  a 
cancer  organisation  for  the  North  of  England  were  continued. 

In  Table  28  the  cancer  death-rate  for  the  administrative  county 
is  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wale  over  a period  of  ten 
years.

BLIND  PERSONS. 


Administration. — The  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  County 
Council’s  register  on  the  31st  December,  1943,  was  1,878,  a decrease 
of  40  on  the  total  at  the  31st  December,  1942.  During  the  year  the 
names  of  188  blind  persons  were  added  to  the  register,  26  blind  persons 
were  certified  “not  blind,’’  and  202  died  or  left  the  county  area.  In- 
cluded in  the  number  of  cases  certified  “not  blind’’  were  those  whose 
sight  was  restored  after  receiving  surgical  treatment  under  the  Council’s 
arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  blindness.  A total  of  284  eye 
examinations  was  carried  out  by  three  part-time  ophthalmologists 
appointed  by  the  County  Council.  These  were  cases  classified  as

EdiLcation,  training  and  employment. — At  the  end  of  the  year  29 
children  were  receiving  elementary  education  in  schools  for  the  blind, 
and  14  blind  persons  over  the  age  of  16  years  were  being  trained  in  d 
suitable  trades.  At  the  end  of  1943  the  number  of  trained  unem-  ■[ 
ployed  blind  persons  was  4 compared  with  5 at  the  end  of  the  previous  >1 
year.  There  were  55  workshop  employees  and  6 home  workers  in 
respect  of  whom  the  County  Council  made  grants  to  the  Sunderland  and  ll 
Cleveland  Institutions  for  the  blind  and  grants  were  made  to  the  *1 
Northern  Branch  of  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind  in  respect  of  2 
blind  persons  who  were  employed  as  Braille  copyists.

Domiciliary  Assistance. —During  the  year  £80,476  (an  average  of 
£1,547  per  week)  was  expended  in  domiciliary  assistance  to  registered 
blind  persons  compared  with  £66,323  and  £1,275  respectively  during  the 
year  1942.  On  the  31st  December,  1943,  1,381  blind  persons  were  in 
receipt  of  assistance  compared  with  1,386  on  the  corresponding  date 
in  1942. 

Home  Teachers. — Seventeen  home  teachers  were  employed  by  the 
institutions  for  the  blind  and  during  the  year  under  review  27,523 
visits  to  the  homes  of  blind  persons  in  the  County  were  paid. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. — During  the  year  52  persons  received 
treatment  under  the  County  Council’s  arrangements  for  the  prevention 
of  blindness  and  spectacles  were  supplied  in  43  cases. 

Wireless  for  the  Blind. — Under  Section  1 of  the  Wireless  Tele" 
graphy  (Blind  Persons  Facilities)  Act,  1926,  130  certificates  enabling 
blind  persons  to  obtain  free  wireless  licences  were  issued  during  the 
year. 

Homes  for  the  Blind. — At  the  end  of  the  year,  7 blind  persons  were 
j in  permanent  residence  in  Homes  for  the  Blind,  the  cost  of  maintenance 
being  paid  by  the  County  Council.

Dispensary  and  Domiciliary  work.  The  total  number  of  persons 
who  attended  the  dispensaries  was  9,714  compared  with  7,580  in  1942. 
Further  statistical  information  regarding  the  work  done  will  be  found 
in  Table  32.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  registers  4,785  represents  a 
rate  of  5.9  per  1,000  estimated  population  of  the  county. 

Radiography. — During  the  year  the  following  numbers  of  films 
were  made  at  the  reejuest  of  the  district  tuberculosis  officers  : — 
chest — 4230  ; spine,  pelvis  and  hip-joint — 141  ; knee  and  ankle  joint 
29  ; and  other  regions — 181.  The  number  has  again  increased  com-  ■ 
pared  with  previous  years. 

Treatment  Allowances. — In  April,  1943,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
issued  Memorandum  2r)()/T  dealing  with  the  Government  scheme  for  • 
mass  miniature  radiography,  maintenance  allowances,  and  the  re- 
habilitation of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.

and  the  cost  is  refunded  to  the  local  authority  by  the  Government.  ■; . 
The  object  of  the  allowances  is  to  assist  patients  who  give  up  remunera-  : [ 
tive  employinent  on  the  advice  of  the  tuberculosis  officer  to  undergo  i 
sanatorium  or  some  other  approved  form  of  treatment.  In  this  county  ■ ■ 
the  scheme  was  put  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  and  up  to  the 
end  of  the  year  215  applications  had  been  granted  on  the  recommenda-;- 
tion  of  the  tuberculosis  officers  at  a total  cost  of  £4,444  I Is.  7d.  Of  this 
amount  £4,353  14s.  4d.,  was  paid  as  maintenance  allowances,  £76  12s.  7d. 
as  discretionary  allowances  and  £14  4s.  8d.  as  special  payments. 

Rehabilitation. — Arrangements  were  made  for  co-operation  be- 
tween the  tuberculosis  officers  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour  in  connection 
with  the  rehabilitation  of  tuberculous  patients,  and  the  medica] 
superintendents  of  the  various  sanatoria  belonging  to  the  Count} 
Council  were  asked  to  make  whatever  arrangements  were  possible  ir  ^ 
war  time  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  this  matter 

Artificial  Light  Treatment  of  Skin  Tuberculosis. — Treatment  o 
skin  tuberculosis  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Skin  Clinic  of  th(  f 
Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  The  number  of  nev 
cases  who  commenced  treatment  during  the  year  was  40,  yiz.  : Lupu 
Vulgaris  9 ; Scrofuloderma,  15  ; and  Tuberculosis  cutis,  16.

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Sanitary  Defects. — The  county  health  visitors  reported  75  such 
defects  existing  in  houses  where  a notified  tuberculous  patient  was  in 
residence. 

Ministry  of  Pensions. — Twenty-nine  reports  on  ex-service  pen- 
sioners were  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  during  the  year. 
Ninety-four  tuberculous  pensioners  were  admitted  to  sanatoria  and 
hospitals,  67  were  discharged,  and  8 died.  At  tlie  end  of  the  year 
63  were  receiving  in-patient  treatment. 

School  Medical  Department. — The  number  of  suspected  tuberculous 
school  children  referred  to  the  dispensaries  by  assistant  school  medical 
officers  was  71  (40  boys  and  31  girls),  and  the  district  tuberculosis 
officers  found  that  of  this  number  14  boys  and  10  girls  were  tuberculous.

Ueatiis  and  Death-vaies. — Tables  38  and  39  give  the  number  of 
deaths  from  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  by  age  in  the 
separate  county  districts.  Deaths  in  the  county  as  a whole  dis- 
tinguishing age  and  sex  for  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  forms  of 
the  disease  are  given  in  Table  37.  In  Tables  40  and  41  the  death- 
rates  from  pulmonary  and  non-])ulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  boroughs 
and  in  the  urban  and  rural  districts  of  the  administrative  county  area 
are  compared.  The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total 
tuberculosis  deaths  is  14.7  % compared  with  10.2%  for  the  previous 
year.  Dvery  effort  is  made  to  induce  medical  ])ractitioners  either 
to  notify  cases  or  to  send  them  to  dispensaries  as  soon  as  tuberculosis 
is  diagnosed.

GOVERNMENT  ICVACD  A'lTON  SCHEME. 

Hardwick  Hall  continued  in  use  as  an  emergency  maternity  liome. 

To  provide  for  difficult  unaccompanied  school  children  evacuated 
to  reception  areas  in  Northumberland  and  Durham  a hostel  was 
opened  at  Wolsingham  in  February  at  the  request  of  the  Senior 
Regional  Officer  of  the  IMinistry  df  Healtli.  It  provides  1 8 places  and  is 
administered  by  the  County  Council.  A social  worker  was  appointed 
at  the  same  time  and  the  services  of  a psychiatrist  from  a neighbouring 
emergency  hospital  were  made  available  for  the  hostel. 


CIVIL  DEFENCE. 

Arrangements  for  the  release  of  wholetime  personnel  to  enteri 
essential  industry  attained  their  maximum  effect  early  in  the  year. 
Training  arrangements  were  modified  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  large, 
numbers  of  part-time  personnel  and  standardisation  of  training  was 
extended  to  first  aid  posts.  The  most  important  change  in  the 
organisation  was  the  incorporation  of  the  first  aid  party  service  in  the 
rescue  service  which  took  place  in  July.
